A new story, 
entitled “The River's End,” started 
in the January number of “Good 
Housekeeping.” A number of his 
stories have already been used for 
moving picture scenarios, but Mr. 
Curwood stated that he has saved most 
of the best and has bought back the 
rights of several, for what he considers

come known here, It was related to 
the Associated Press by Sean O'Ceal- 
lagh, the prominent Sinn Feiner, who 
is here asking the peace conference 
to recognize the “Provisional govern- 
ment of the Irish republic,” having 
crossed the channel on a passport se- 
cured by a subterfuge. 

O'Ceallagh related the incidents of 
the arrest of De Valera and 37 mem- 
bers of parliament and of the first 
meeting of the Irish parliament at 
which a committee was appointed in 
the matter of obtaining their release. 

“The committee selected a number 
of men for the job who had been tried 
by fire and who would not be too 
timid in case there was gun play. The 
first task was to sutvey the prison and 
discover the possibilities of a force- 
ful coup. 

Sang Songs in Gaclic 

“The next move was to communi- 
cate with De Valera, which was very 
difficult. However, one Sinn Feiner 
started working on a garden plot, of 
which there were several near the 
prison. He attracted De Valera’'s at- 
tention one day by singing Sinn Fein 
songs in Gaelic in which he told the 
leader that an attempt would be 
made to rescue him. 

“The impression of the key of the 
rear gate was secured. This impres- 
sion was wrapped in - paper with a 
stone and thrown to the singer in the 
garden plot.

COMMISSIONS 


Doing Utmost to Get Them Ready 
for Incorporation in Peace 
Treaty 


PARIS, March 2,—The eighth week 
of the peace conference opens with 
increased effort by the working com- 
missions to get their projects ready 
for consideration when Premier Lioyd 
George of Britain, President Wilson of 
the United States and Premier Orlando 
of Italy return to ris, 

No one is more anxious for prompt 
action than the French commissioners. 
An opening for a révision of the plan 
that will not threatpn the integrity of 
the league appears'to be broadening. 

M. Pichon, French foreign minister, 
has indicated that he will offer amend- 
ments relating to an international 
force. 

It is thought that the conference 
may consider other amendments, such 
as may be regarded in America as 
necessary to remove the ambiguity of 
clauses that might affect the Monroe 
doctrine, the right of secession from 
the league and the methods of using 
force against recal¢itrant nations. 

The American delegation, it is said, 
may defer the presentation of such 
amendments, but are waiting the re- 
turn of the president before defining 
their attitude. 

Anarchy Danger in Germany 

French apprehension is growing 
over the danger of anarchy in Ger- 
many and the French delegates, there- 
fore, desire to hasten the conclusion 
of the peace treaty and incorporate in 
it measures for their protection which 
they have expected from the league of 
nations, 

M. Pichon, reflecting this view, said 
that everyone wants a responsible gov- 
ernment established in Germany, with 
which peace may be concluded.

OTHER NATIONS’ VIEWS 


Britain, U.S. and Japan So 
‘ar Against Redistribut- 
ing Burden 


PARIS, Mar. 2.—The council of the 
great powers Saturday entered upon 
consideration of financial and eco- 
nomic problems affecting both the 
treaty and permanent conditions after 
the war. This far-reaching subject 
was taken up after weeks given to 
hearings on territorial questions. 

The subject was presented in two 
specific reports, One was from the 
financial commission of which Louis 
Klots, the French minister of finance, 
is chairman. 

The other report was from the eco- 
nomic commission, of which Albert 
Clementel of France is chairman. 

The report of the financial commis- 
sion was a brief document, giving the 
main headings of the vast financial 
reorganization that is now required. 

The report does not embrace rep- 
arations and indemnities fur the war, 
for that subject is being considered 
separately. Most of the headings 
were presented without recommenda- 
tions, which are left to the council 
and the plenary conference now that 
the problem as a whole has been pre- 
sented. 

Ome of the main headings concerns 
war debts and debis made before the 
war in enemy countries, and whether 
they are to be paid or repudiated, the 
manner of payment if paid, and the 
priority of payment. Another head- 
ing deals with state property in ter- 
ritory taken over, such as state mines 
and state railways. 


France Wants Debt Pooled 

The most important healing is en- 
titled “Reapportionment of the war 
debts of Allied countries on a fair 
basis." While not presented in detail, 
this heading opens one of the largest 
questions presented to the conference. 
According to the French poirt of 


view, the huge debts piled up by the 


war have fallen unduly on France, 


which is how carrying the largest per 


capita load. It is maintained, there- 
fore, that a certain portion of these 
Allied war debts ould be pooled, so 
as to be international obligations in- 
stead of being carried alone by 
France. This is on the theory that 
the war was not fought only as a 
defensive measure by France, but as 


an international conflict, in which 
France bore the brunt because she 
was nearest to the battleline. 

Thus far, the proposal to  redis- 


tribute the war burden has not been 
considered favorably by the 
United States or Japanese members. 
The British do not wish to gdd to 
their present burdens by taking part 
of the continental burdens, while 
Japan believes that she should hold 
aloof from European indebtedness 

It was at first suggested that this 
reapportionment of war debts be in- 
| corporated in the treaty of peace, but 
because of differences of opinion this 
suggestion has been given up and the 
present suggestion contemplates a re- 
apportionment of the debts under the

What Comes of It

A Real League or a 
Paper League 

The British Empire is a real 
league of nations, pledged by self- 
interest and humane sentiment to 
preserve international peace and 
io protect national rights and in- 
dividual liberties. The Empire 
does not stake the preservation of 
these vital interests upon the will- 
ingness of other peoples to keep 
their treaty obligations, but stands 
ready to fight for them against all 
comers. 

The proposed constitution of the 
League of Nations being formu- 
lated at Paris dispossesses the 
British Empire of the right to 
maintain such military and naval 
safeguards of international peace 
and the rights of its own people 
as are deemed necessary, and sub- 
jects both to the voluntary good- 
will of the other nations inside 
and outside the League, It is a 
scheme to protect the world 
against Hunnism by a Belgian 
treaty ! 


Putting on the Brakes 

The government of Saskatche- 
wan introduced in the Legislature 
a general act to compel all cities 
in the Province to assess improve- | 
ments at 60 per cent. of their 
value. Hitherto it has been op- 
tional with the cities as to whether 
improvements should be taxed at 
all, and if taxed to what extent. 

The decision of the Government 
to change this optional privilege 
to a compulsory obligation is sig- 
nificant. Western cities in recer® 
years have tended to develop the | 
habit of “passing the buek’’ fin- | 
ancially, by pretending to collect | 
taxes from property upon which | 
taxes could not be collected and | 
at the end of the year borrow from | 
the bank to cover up the over-| 
draft on running expenses, 


That 
is a system of financing which can- | 
not be continued indefinitely, and 
which cannot be followed to any 
extent without damaging the 
credit not only of the cities but of 


the Province under whose author- 
ity the system is allowed to be 
carried on. 

That Saskatchewan has found it 
necessary to insist that cities shall 
levy taxes where taxes can be col- 
lected indicates a realization on 
the Saskatchewan Government 
that public credit has been suffer- 
ing from the temptation into 
which civic adminstrations have 
fallen to carry on their efforts on 
borrowed money, and realizes that 
the sooner a stop is put to that sort 
of thing the better for all con- 
cerned. 


Needs Stabilizing. 


All parties concerned are to be! 
congratulated that the threatened | 


strike of coal miners in this dis- 
trict has been averted. With the 
mercury at zero, or farther down 
the scale, a_ threatened strike 
which would redute the output of 
the’ coal mines in this district is a 
menace not only to personal com- 
fort and convenience and_ the 
carrying on of business, but to 
health and even life itself. It 
would surely be a miscalculation if 
the first notable reduction in cost 
of living in this locality, namely a 
cut in the price of coal, were to 


result in a shortage of that abso- | 
lutely essential commodity. Dear | 


as coal is, and therefore difficult 
to obtain, as between dear coal and 
no coal there is no choice in a 
country where the climatic condi- 
tions are such as prevail here. 

The incident out of which the 
strike prospect grew may have a 
relationship to the larger question 
of the general conditions under 
which coal mining is carried on in 
this Province. The coal mining 
industry in Alberta is somewhat 
in the position of a firm whieh has 
installed a plant capable of pro- 
ducing more goods than it ean 
get a market for. The mines of 
the Province, according to official 
reports, have not produced during 
the past year more than from 50 
per cent. to two-thirds their capac 
ity. But the interest on money in- 
vested in coal mines lias to be paid, 
and the expense of keeping the 
mines in producing condition is 
the same whether the mines are 
working part or all of the time, 
while if the miners work only tw» 
or three days a week they must re- 
ceive higher pay per ton or per 
day than would be necessary if 
they were assured regular employ- 
ment six days per week. These 
governing conditions without 
doubt have had an influence both 
upon the prizes which have pre- 
vailed for coal during this winter 
and upon the opposition the min- 
ers show to any proposal to reduce 
wages even for so desirable a pur- 
pose as that of cutting down the 
price of coal. 

It is a peculiarity of the situa- 
tion that while the coal mining 
business is in this preearious and 
uncertain condition it is not in 
that condition because there is not 
a market available for all the coal 
that can be taken out of the exist- 
ing Alberta mines. Pennsylvania 
coal sells in the prairie West in a 
quantity equivalent to the extra 
amount which could be taken from 
the existing Alberta mines if every 
one in the prairie provinces burn- 
ed Alberta coal, If Pennsylvania 
coal did not come iato the prairie 
market the Alberta mines now in 
existence would be able to carry 
on to full capacity all the time, the 
overhead expenses would be dis- 
tributed over the larger produc- 
tion, and the miners, being stead- 
ily employed, would require less 
pay per ton for taking out the 
coal than is necessary when they 
have to earn enough in half a week 
to support them throughout the 
entire week. 

The coal producing industry of 
the Province will never be put on 
a permanent and satisfactory basis 
until investigation is made as to 
how it is that coal! from Pennsy}- 
vania ean be scld even as far West 
as Regina in favorable competi- 
tion with the product of the Al- 
berta mines. In the nature of 
things there must be some manipu- 
letion of freight rates, or other 
species of favoritism, in favor of 
the Pennsylvania coal. To discover 
what is the handicap under which 
the Alberta coal mines and miners 
are operating, and to have it re- 
moved, is the only way to establish 
this important productive indus- 
try in a position in which it ean be 
carried on with satisfaction to 
those who have invested money in 
coal mines, to the men who dig the 
coal, and to the publie—who have 
to pay the wages of the miners, 
the fixed expenses of the mines 
and the profits of the owners.

BIECTS 
Editor The Bulletin: 
Sir,—In this morning's edition of 
| your paper, “One Who Rides” expres- 
|sed himself on the question of smok- 


ing in the street cars. I quite agree 
with him that it has become abomin- 
able and have mentioned the fact to 
the street railway department. It 
seems to me the street railway should 
be for the accommodation of the 
public, not for the comfort of a few 
smokers, Would it not be less hard- 
‘ship for the smokers to abstain from 
the obnoxious habit for fifteen minutes 
or half an hour they are on the car, 
than it is for non-smokers (women 
and children) to fill :their lungs with 
the foul, smoky air usually found in 
the street cars now.

Resolution Prepared by Western 
Members Will Be Forwarded 
to Government 


—_— —- 


Ottawa, March 1,—The resolution 
drafted by a special committee of 
western members, of which Thomas 
MacNutt of Salteoats, is chairman, 
and J. A. Campbell, of Nelson, Mani- 
toba, secretary, calling upon the gov- 
ernment to complete the Hudson Bay 
railway, relates that in the course of 
the construction of the railway many 
resources of the district about whicn 
litle was known, such as mineral, 
agricultural, fishing, pulpwood and 
water power possibilities, have been 
proved to be valuable and surely pro- 
ductive of traffic and national wealth; 
that approximately nineteen-twenti- 
eths of the initial construction is done, 
20 million dollars have been expend- 
ed; the grading and trestles have been 
put in; and six millions of said ex- 
penditure have been paid for a har- 
bor as yet entirelyfdisconnected from 
the rails, and that the laying of 92 
miles of rail will connect the harbor 
with the railway system of the coun- 
try, and the needed one million dol- 
lars was voted in 1918. 

Delay Will Cause Discontent 

The resolution goes on to declare 
that further delay in the completi*n 
of thie railway will' cause grew! cis- 
satisfaction and discontent in weste.n 
Canada, where there is genere! be- 
lief that the delay is due to doubts in 
other parts of Canada primarily as to 
its effect as an alternative com» sting 
highway to existing railway systems 
and outlets; and, secondarily, to its 
effect in inducing in the west an in- 
dustrial development competing with 
that in eastern Canada, 

The resolution states that, in the 
opinion of the subscribing members of 
the house of commons for the west- 
ern provinces, to leave the road in- 
complete ‘s to waste a great part of 
twenty millions of dollars; and that 
this and not preceding governments 


will be held responsible for such 
waste; 
That the western provinces will 


present any playing off of necessity 
for branch line expenditure against 
Hudson Bay railway expenditures, In 
their view and in the opinion of the 
subscribers the one must be done and 
the other not left undone. 
Undertaking Long Overdue. 

That the railway is a national un- 
dertaking long overdue and until the 
enterprise is complete it will be a dis- 
turbing element in western thought 
and Canadian polities. 

That the experience gained when in 
Manitoba the Canadian Pacific mon- 
opoly was broken and southern rail 
way connections brought added traf- 
fic will be repeated and the resources 
to be developed by this railway should 
assure an increase of traffic on ex- 
isting systems, 

That industrial development in the 
west Will duplicate @ experience of 
such development in the middle west- 
ern states of the United States of Am- 
erica and equalize and stabilize eco- 
nomic conditions in Canada. 

That ties will be required and that 
the supply of these alone is likely to 
be short; that contracts should be cal- 
led for and let immediately by virtue 
of the grant of last session, and that 
the railway should be completed in 
the year 1919. 

The resolution has been signed by a 
majority of western members

London, Several of this | 
morning's newspapers feature ar 
ticles on the internal demoralization 


of Germany and the dangerous growth 


of Bolshevism owing to the lack of 
food and the increase in unemploy- 
ment and they editorially express 
deep concern at the problem thus cre 
ated for the allies Various reports 
concur in declaring the situation is 
extremely urgent Reuters report 
describes the position of Germany as 
more precarious than it was last No 
vember, 


“Discontent is growing; the people 


are hungry and dispirited; and the 
kovernment is unable to improve ma 
tert al conditions,” the report says 

‘Far-sighted and well-informed 
men are pessimistic and see at present 
ominous signs which show a tend 
ency towards anarchy 

The Telegraph, which printed two 
long reports this week from a corres 
pondent who is viewing the situation 
in Germany, prints ang ther today cor 
roborating the worst satures of the 
reports of the hards hi ps among the 
(ierman people, 

The correspondent contends that if 
the Allies do not act immediately 
there will be no Germany t ’ negotiate 
with, because anarchy will take the 
place of the rovernment 

The article declares that the en 
tent powers must send help at once 
by dispatching food cuffs, even f 
that involves a considerable relaxa 
tion of the blockade. 

The Daily News e ai aes 
comment, refers to an unofficial re 
port that the allied economic counc 
at Paris presented to the coune of 
ten a categorical demand for an im 
mediate raising of the blockade it 
being said that the demand was bas- 
ed on the ports of British officers
